DENDROBIUMS - SPRING & SUMMER, 1952 


Dendrobiums of the hardwood evergreen type have made amazing strides in the hands 
of the hybridist in the last ten years. In the past the only plants of this group obtainable 
were predominantly Dendrobium Phalaenopsis and a few hybrids bred from it. This species 
has large flowers but is a capricious grower and was responsible ina large measure for 
the misconception that Dendrobiums are hard to grow and flower. With the introduction of 
other vigorous species from the South Pacific Islands, the Dendrobium hybrids of this group 
now constitute one of the easiest and most satisfactory plants for an amateur to handle, 
Everyone should try a few. 


Dendrobiums grow best in the Cattleya house. They require as much light as you can 
give them, When in growth, give as much water as possible. Fertilize them regularly with 
soluable orchid fertilizer, If not available we will gladly quote a fine product. When the 
plants have stopped growing, reduce the water and fertilizer, Give just enough to keep the 
bulbs fat and plump. 


Dendrobiums are exceedingly fast growing plants. They frequently flower in 3”* pots. 
Under good culture they often flower from community pots in two years, We present the 
following chart of age and estimated time to flower to help you select the size you want.
